“This is an immense institution but 
it hag been built up at the expense 
of the rural communities. While 
Minnesota has hundreds of thriving 
villages, with, fine schodls, 
churches and plenty of amusement 
centres, you find mostly sidings fn 
that part of Canada we have just 
seen. There's a reason. People who 
trade at home build up a home mar- 
ket instead of building up great in- 
dustrial centres here and there. 

“When Mayor Webb was deploring 
the fact that Manitoba did not have 
the population it should have, the rea 


no doubt, because community life is 
ada has been losing her population 
not developed. It is thriving villages 
that form community centres and 
make the people more contented to 
‘remain on the farms, Villages are the 
community centres, but villages can- 
not and do not. exist where establish- 
ments like these large mail order con- 
rerns are pulling money to the cities. 
Villages of from 400 to 2,000 popula- 
tion use up considerable food in a 
year and create a home market for a 
part, at least, of the home product. 
Besides they. make possible, good 
schools, churches, and enlarge social 
life. 

“If Canada is to develope, en must 
develope her villages, have her local 
newspapers and good home stores, 
and then they can afford good schools 
churches and entertainment centres
